The Americans are now helping the British to defend the 
road to Amiens down the Somme valley, ii has just been re­ 
vealed by the British foreign office. 
It was in keeping with the 
iccasion that these Americans on the vital part of the Piemrdy 
■ ronl should be allowed the honor with the Australiana of at­ 
tacking on the Fourth of July. The Americans again gave a good 
account of themselves, for the allies stormed the village of Hamel 
and swept forward east of that place, where they beat off numer­ 
ous counter attacks last night. 
Americans are now brigaded with French and British in all 
the important zones of fighting in, France. 
Troops from the 
United States are on the Marne front before Chateau Thierry 
helping the I*rench to defend the road to Paris; they are holding 
part of the line at Montdidier, and detachments have taken their 
place alongside the Australians on the Somme front. 
For some 
time a force of Americans has been in training behind the British 
lines in Flanders.

President W í1ímm\, jn hia memorable 
Fourth of July address delivered at 
Mt. Vernon, took time by the fore 
lock and anticipating a direct peace 
proposal from the Hun empire, served 
notice that there would be no sheath­ 
ing of the sword until “the ends for 
which the aaeociated peoples of the 
world 
are

Whereas, said improvement was finally ordered by the City 
Council of the City of Albany, Alabama, and the work called for 
b y the said ordinance was finally completed, as provided by law, 
at a cost of seven thousand seven hundred, thirty-nine dollars, 
fifty-four cents ($7,739.54), and, 
Whereas, for the purpose of providing means to pay for that 
part of said work remaining unpaid, it is necessary to issue bonds 
i 
contractor to an amount equal to sixty-five hundred dol­ 
lars ($6,500). 
Now, therefore, be it ordained by the City Council of the 
City of Albany, Alabama, as follows, to-wit; 
Section 1—That there shall be issued and delivered to the 
contractor, bonds of the City of Albany, Alabama, to the amount 
of sixty-five hundred dollars ($6,500) to pay for said unpaid part 
of city improvement. 
Section 2—Said bonds shall be negotiable and payable to 
bearer, and shall have attached thereto, coupons for the interest 
thereon, and said bonds and coupons shall be payable in gold coin 
of the United States of America, of the present standard weight 
and fineness. 
. Section 3—Said bonds shall run for a period of ten <10) 
years, and shall bear interest from date at the rate of six (6) 
per cent per annum, which interest shall be payable semi-annually 
at the Chase National Bank, in the City and State of New York, 
and shall be in denominations of five hundred dollars ($500) 
each.

Black flies, breeze flies, mosquitoes 
and some others are said to pass their 
larval stage# in water, and moist earth 
and such flies may be controlled by 
drainage and covering the water suie 
faces with oils. Many other cattle and 
horse flies breed in manure or dee one 
posing organic matter and may be In 
a measure controlled by removing very 
often all stable and yard manures to 
the open fields and plowing them un­ 
der or scattering widely. 
The trouble- 
some horn fly multiplies In the manure 
of cattle and is very difficult to hold in 
eheck. 
Chickens 
may 
devour the 
larval in small lots or pastures, but 
they have little effect over large pas­ 
tures. 
The application of disinfectante to 
manure heaps or piles may be practi­ 
cable In some instances. 
Screening 
manure piles may help, but It is usual 
ly applicable to limited conditions. 
Applications to the cattle of tars, bad 
emeliing oils and volatile or essential 
oils are reoommended by some. 
Tar 
snd had smelling oils, like fish oil, 
etc., often do more harm to the cattle 
than the flies. Essential oils soon pass 
away. 
Thin layers of tar (aa in the 
dip for the cattle tick), 
may keep 
away flies for a few hours. 
Cattle 
tick dip can not be safely applied more 
often than once every 10 to 14 days. 
The fact is there Is no constant or 
permanent, practicable method of pre­ 
venting, eradicating or keeping flies off 
cattle in pastures. 
Some have sug­ 
gested putting screening 
or netting 
over the dipping vat and catching the 
flies that are driven off the cattle at 
the time of dipping. 
It has not been 
tried and would only kill or trap the 
flies that roee from the cattle at time 
of dipping. 
If the cattle could he dip­ 
ped daily and all the flies trapped in 
the net and destroyed 
no 
doubt it 
would keep down the excessive num 
bers, provided It was done over a wide 
area. 
Let some of the research and 
experimental men take this very im 
portant work la hand and solve H.

191®, the fob 
owing protest* against the deporta* 
ion of Belgians to work in Germ an, 
ppenred, made, respectively, by So 
lallst Deputy Hnnse and Deputy IRtt* 
nann. members of the relehstag: 
“Thousands of workmen In the oe* 
u pied terrttory bn re been eompellad 


0 forced labor; we earnestly ask the 
covernmerit to restore to these work- 
nen their liberty, especially In Bel- 
dum. In troth, we (the Germans) find 


10 sympathy In nentrnl countries; even 
he pope has, mnde a protest against 
his procedure, and several neutral 
tates have done the same. 
Comnon 
lense Itself demands that we abandon 
hi* procedure which moreover is in 
opposition to the Hague convention to 
vhieh we have agreed.” 
“In opposition to the secretary of 
date, I rougt recall that when former- 
y the Belgian workmen who had fled 


‘0 Holland returned to Belgium, Gov 
'rnor General von Biasing promised 
hat these Belgian workmen would nn 
ler no circumstances be deported to 
Germany. 
This 
reassuring 
promise 
ias not been kept.” 
Ambassador Gerard’s interesting tes- 
lmony appears In his recent book: 
Ambassador Gerard’s Evidence, 
m e president (during my visit to 
America in 1916) impressed upon me 
us great lntefest In the Belgians d« 
norted to Germany. The action of Ger­ 
many in thus carrying a great part of 
^he male population of Belgium Into 
virtual slavery had roused great indig­ 
nation in America. 
As the revered 
Cardinal Farley said to me a few day* 
before my departure. ‘You hare to t ° 
Hack to the times of the Medes and 
♦he Persians to find a like example Pi 
a whole people carried into bondage.' 
“Mr. Grew had made representations 
about this to the chancellor and. on my 
veturo, I Immediately took 
up 
the 
inestioo. 
"I was Informed that It was a mill* 
♦ary measure, that 
Lndendorf had 
feared that the British w„ould break 
through and overrun Belgium and that 
the m ilitary did not propose to have a 
hostile population at their hacks who 
might cut the rati lines of commum- 
-ation. telephones and telegraphs, and 
that for this reason the deportation 
had been decided on. I was. however, 
told I would he given permission to 
visit these Belgians. The passes, nev­ 
ertheless. which alone made such visit­ 
ing possible were not delivered until a 
few dnya before I left Germany. 
Belgian* Forced to Make Munition*. 
“Several of these Belgians who wero 
pnt to work In Berlin managed to get 
away and come to see me. They gave 
me a harrowing account of how they 
had been seized In Belgium and made 
to work in Germany at making muni­ 
tions to he used probably against their 
own friends. 
“I said to the chancellor. T n ere are 
Belgians employed In making shells 
contrary to all roles of war and the 
Hague conventions.’ 
He said. ‘I do 
not believe It.’ I sakl. ‘My automobile 
Is at the door. I can take you. In four 
minutes, to where 60 Belgians are 
working 00 the m anufacture of shells.* 
But he did not find time to go. 
“Americans must understand that 
the Germans will stop at nothing to 
win this war, and that the only thing 
they respect Is force.”—Jam es W. Go* 
rard. My Four Years In Germany, 1917, 
pp. 8961-52. 
A similar point of view Is expressed 
In an article entitled 
“Vae Victls” 
from the Hnngarian newspaper New»- 
sawa of Budapest (quoted In K G. Os- 
siannllsson.

Old Men and Boys Taken. 
The news dispatches Indicate tha* 
the deportation and forced labdr of 
Belgians still continue. 
In a dispatch 
from Havre (New York Evening Post, 
September 1R. 1917) It Is stated: “The 
removal of the civilian population <»f 
Belgium continues, according to ad­ 
vices received here. Th“ town of R011- 
lera, immediately behind the battle 
line in Flanders, has been evacuated 
rompTet**lv. 
(Ktend Is being emptied 
gradually, and two thousand person* 
already have been Sent, from Court ral. 
In 
another 
dispatch 
from 
Havre 
(Washington Post. September 24 1917) 
It Is stated that “the German military 
authorities at Brughs, Belgium, are 
conscripting forcibly all the hoys and 
men of that city between the ages of 
fourteon and sixty to work in munition 
factories and shipyards. The rich and 
poor, shopkeepers apd workmen, all 
are being taken, only the school teach­ 
ers, doctors, and priests escaping.” 
German Officer Rebuked Men. 
- The following “Order of the Day” 
shows how the town of Huy escaped 
the fate of so many Belgium and 
French towns. 
Drunken German sol­ 
diers were frightened and began to 
shoot men 
and burn 
houses. 
The 
commanding officer condemned this be­ 
cause It was not done by his order and 
because 
tw o German soldiers were 
w»mnded. It Is evident that massacres 
and arson were permitted only when 
cotiniWhdCfThy the officers. 
“Lost night a shooting affray took 
place. There Is no evidence that the 
inhabitants of the towns had any arms 
In th eir houses, nor Is therb evidence 
th at the people took part In the shoot­ 
ing: on the contrary, it seems that the 
soldiers were under the Inffccnre of 
alcohol, and began to shoot in a sense 
less fear of a hostile attack. 
“The behavior of the soldiers daring 
the night, with very few exceptions 
makes a scandalous impression. 
“It Is highly deplorable when officers 
or noncommissioned officers set houses 
on fire without permission or order of 
the commanding, or, as the case may 
(>e, the senior officer, or when by their 
attitude they encourage the rank and 
file to burn and plunder. 
“The miserable behavior of the men 
caused a noncommissioned officer and 
a private to be seriously wounded by 
German bullets, 
“MAJOR VON BASSEWTTZ.” 
Report of Minister Whitlock. 
“One Interesting resuit of the depor­ 
tations remains to be noted, a result 
that once more places In relief the 
German capncitjT for blundering, al­ 
most as great as the German capacity 
for cruelty. 
Until the deportations 
vorp begun tfmre was no Intense ha­ 
tred on the part of the lower classes. 
). e„ the workingmen and the peasants. 
Thp old Germans of the Landsturtu 
had been quartered In Flemish hom* « : 
they and the Ipnaates spoke nearly the 
same language: they got along fa'rly 
w ell; they helped 1he w'omen wfth the 
work, the poor and the humble having 
none of those hatreds of patriotism 
th at are among the privileges of the 
upper classes. 
It is conceivable that 
the Flemish population might hare 
existed under German rule; It was 
Teutonic In it* origin and anti-Freneh 
always. 
But now th a Germans have 
changed all that. 
“Th* y have dealt a mortal blow to 
any prospect they may ever have had 
of being tolerated by the population 
of Flanders; in tearing away from 
nearly every humble home In the land 
a husband nnd a* father or a son and 
brother they have lighted a fire of 
hatred that will never go o u t; they 
have brought hmne to every heart In 
the land. In a way that will Impress 
its horror indelibly on the memory of 
three generations, a 
realization of 
whnt German methods mean, not, as 
with the early atrocities. In the heat 
of passion and the first lust of war. 
but by one of those deeds that make 
one despair of the future of the hu 
man race, a deed coldly planned, stndi- 
on«ly matured, and deliberately and 
systematically executed, a deed so 
cruel that German soldiers are «aid 
to have wept tn Its execution, and ao 
monstrous that even German officers 
are now said to he ashamed. 
“WHITLOCK.” 
Mr. Hoover's Conclusion*. 
Mr. Hoover’s m ature conclusions on 
the 
German 
practices In 
Belgium, 
which he wrote for the pamphlet is­ 
sued by the committee on public to 
formation, reinforce the detailed evi­ 
dence already presented:

I have been often called upon for a 
statem ent of my observation of Ger­ 
man role In Belgium and northern 
France. 
I have neither the desire nor the 
adequate pen to picture the scenes 
which have heated my blood through 
♦he two and a half years that I have 
spent In work for the relief of these 
10,000.000 people. 
The sight of the destroyed homes 
and cities, the widowed and father- 
loK*, the destitute, the physical misery 
of a people but partially nourished at 
b est the deportation of men by tena 
of thousands to slavery in German 
mines and factories, the execution of 
men and women for paltry effusions 
of their loyalty to their country, the 
sacking of every 
resource through 
financial 
robbery, the battening of 
armies on the slender produce of the 
country, the denudation of the country 
of cattle, hors***, and textiles; all these 
things we had to wdtnes*. dumb to 
help other than by protest snd sympa­ 
thy. during this long and terrible time 
and still these are not the events of 
luittle h e a t hut the effects of a grind 
lag heel nC a race demanding the mas 
tarshlp of the w >rM.
